SO METHIN G ABOUT TEA S. 


T he m a k in g of tea se e m s a very 
simple thing; but how few really good 
cups of te a do we have 
served 
us. 
T he first requisite 
is a 
shiningly 
clean te a pot, preferably a crockery 
one. 
H a ve it scalded with boiling wa­ 
ter and add a half teaspoonful of te a 
for every cup of boiling w ate r; set 
back and steep or draw for three min­ 
utes, then serve. 
A cup of te a made 
in this way is a refreshing beverage. 
C re am an d sugar a re usually served 
with tea, o r slices 
of lemon 
with 
whole cloves a re liked by many. 
The 
kind of te a (black or green), which is 
served depends upon the individual 
taste. 
Black tea is a milder beverage 
and co nta ins less ta nnin 
t ha n 
the 
green. 
T he distinction between black 
and gre en t e a is due to different m e th­ 
ods of preparation, a s they both come 
from the sa m e plant. 
The pe culiar st imulating properties 
which t e a possesses as well as its 
flavor d epend upon the season of the 
year when the leaves are picked, the 
age of the leaf, the variety of the 
plajit an d the care in 
preparation. 
The a r o m a of tea is often artificially 
increased by the addition of o ran g e 
flowers, ja s m in e o r roses. 
T e a of 
young 
leaves, 
packed 
closely, 
are 
smaller leaves, and a spoonful m a k e s 
a s t ro n g e r beverage than t ha t of 
co arser leaf. 
T he w a t e r used to m a k e te a is a n ­ 
other im po rt a n t feature. 
It is said 
the w a te r m a k e s all the difference be­ 
tween the delightful cup of English 
tea and t he kind we have served on 
this side of the water. 
We must not 
give the w ate r too much o f ' t he cred­ 
it, for ca re In m ak in g is a n o the r im­ 
portant 
factor 
to

27.—Radium a s a 
Ciro for cancer is still in an experi­ 
mental stage, and Its use in the treat­ 
ment of internal cancer results fatally 
in a large percentage of ca ses, accord­ 
ing to testimony giv en 
before 
the 
house mines c< nmlttee by William H. 
Campbell, director of the radium clin­ 
ic of Pennsylv ania. 
Doctor Campbell told the committee 
that so far as the deeper cancers were 
concerned “ we cannot tell today what 
the outcome of the radium treatment 
will be.” 
“ Wo can tell.” he said, “ that there 
is a disappearance of the tumor; that 
the radiutn causes the disintegration 
of the tissue of the cancer; but som e­ 
thing is created in tha t disappearance 
which is absorbed by the blood and 
which kills my patients.

"if the new policy results in a re­ 
duction in the size of corporations that 
hav e become ov ergrown, it will mean 
a larger number of independent and 
competing enterprises, and this compe­ 
tition will mean a better article at a 
lower price. 
"It is worth while to inq uire whether 
monopolization has not necessarily re­ 
sulted in the restriction of ex ports, for 
the mainti nance of abnormally high i 
prices at home tends to prev ent ex por* j 
tation, the manufacturers fearing that 
a reduction of price abroad might re­ 
sult in the loss of the adv antage en­ 
joy ed at 4iome.
